WILL ASK FOR REST. 


Relief from Duty on the Firing Line 
Requested by Nebraskans. 


WILLING TO FIGHT BUT EXHAUSTED. 


Oniy 300 of the Entire Regiment Fit 
for Duty—Has Suffered a Loss of 
284 Killed in the Last 
Few Months. 


— 


Manila, May 8, via Hong-Kong May 
13.—The First regiment Nebraska vol- 
unteer infantry is taking the wnusual 
step of respectfully petitioning the di- 
vision commander, Maj. Gen.’ MacAr- 
thur, to temporarily relieve them from 
duty at the front. The regiment is 


“badly exhausted by the campaign in 


which it has taken an active part, and 
not many more than 300 men of the or- 
ganization are at present fit for duty. 
On Sunday last 160 men of this regi- 
ment responded to the sick call. 

The men, in view of these facts, have 
prepared a respectful memorial to Gen. 
MacArthur asking that their regiment 
be withdrawn for a short time from the 
fighting line, in order that they may 
recuperate. The memorial states that 
the men are willing to fight, but are in 
no condition to do so owing to the 
strain of long marching, continual 
fighting and outpost duty in which 
they have been engaged. It is added 
that many of the men have been unable 
to have their clothing washed for 
months past, having been compelled 
during all that time to sleep in their 
uniforms to be in readiness for fighting. 
The memorial states that since Feb- 
ruary 2 the regiment has lost 225 men 
in killed and wounded, and 59 since the 
battle of Malolos. 7 

Officers Will Back Memorial. 

The officers of the regiment propose 
to present a similar memorial on be- 
half of the men. The splendid record 
of the First Nebraska in the entire 
campaign and the tone of the memorial 
prepared by the men is such that no 
imputation of insubordination can be 
brought against them. Officers of the 
regiment said to the correspondent of 
the press here that they thought that 
the men had been worked beyond endur- 
ance and should be given a rest and 
some ofethe regular regiments which 
are now guarding the city sent to the 
front. a 

Five volunteer regiments and the 
Utah battery of artillery areat San 
Fernando. They muster in all about 
2,500 men. Many of the`soldiers are in 
hospital suffering from heat or other 
causes. The wounded were all suffer- 
ing acutely and showed the effects of 
exposure to the sun when they arrived. 
Three days’ rest has already worked 
wonders. 

Since the army entered Malolos the 
soldiers have had little water to drink 
except that which was brought on rail- 
way trains from Manila, and that was 
of poor quality. The artesian wells 
at San Fernando are doing much to- 
ward making the men contented. 

Causes Much Comment, 

Washington, May 13. — No dispatch 
received recently from Manila has been 
read with deeper interest at the war de- 
partment than that which was sent by 
the press via Hong-Kong. War de- 
partment officials and army officers did 
not care to be quoted upon the subject, 
but the comment generally among 
army officers was that the troops which 
had been fighting so long and continu- 
ously are exhausted and were really in 
need of rest. It was explained that the 
men did not fear fighting, but after 
fighting and marching and constant 
picket duty, they were no doubt much 
exhausted. Some army officers sug- 
gested that the action of the Nebraska 
regiment was like a town meeting, and 
that the army could not be conducted 
upon such lines. Comment was made 
to the effect that the dispatches indi- 
cated that the various regiments were 


on duty constantly and that there was 


no reserve to relieve them when they 
reached the limit of endurance. 

It was stated by an officer in the de- 
partment that one reason why it had 
been impossible to relieve the volun- 
teers with the regulars now at Manila, 
was because the regulars recently sent 
to the Philippines were at least two- 
thirds recruits, and were necessarily 
untrained and lacked the discipline of 
the volunteers who are now veterans. 

It is believed that Gen. Otis does not 
care to risk the hard fighting to untried 
men and that he desires the volunteers 
to remain at the front because he is 
sure of them in any emergency.

CONFEDERATE VETERANS, 


They Adopt Resolutions to Accept in

Charleston, S. C., May 13-—With a 
spirited and at times stormy session 
the ninth annual reunion of the United 
Confederate Veterans was, on Friday, 
brought to a close. Gen. J. B. Gordon, 
commander-in-chief, and all the old of- 
ficers were reelected, Louisville, Ky., 
was chosen as the next place of meet- 
ing, and the question of federal care 
of confederate graves was disposed of 
by the adoption of a substitute resolu- 
tion which declines the president’s sug-

gestion, except as to those graves lo- 
cated in the north, and reserving to the 
women of the south the duty of caring 
for those in the seceding states and 
Maryland. The adoption of this reso- 
lution and the report that accompanied 
it, precipitated a debate which verged 
upon the senational and at times much 
confusion and disorder prevailed. 

Gen. Stephen D. Lee presented the 
report of the committee on history, 
which was unanimously adopted. This 
was one of the most important matters 
before the convention and the reading 
of the report was listenéd to with close 
attention. The report alluded to the 
war with Spain as a factor in obliter- 
ating the shadows of the war between

Thanks were 
tendered Columbus, O., for the care of 
confederate graves there. 

Gen. Clement A. Evans, of Atlanta, 
president of the trustees of the Battle 
Abbey, read the annual report, in which 
it appears that satisfactory, arrange- 
ments are being made in Richmond for 
the buildings, and that Mr. Charles 
Broadway Rouss, the New York mil- 
lionaire, commends Richmond for the 
site and announces that he is prepared 
to. carry out his part of the enterprise. 
The trustees report that $46,000 of the 
$200,000 necessary for the work is lack- 
ing. The convention then adjourned 
sine die.

Admiral Dewey Dampens Hopes of 
Western Cities. 


HE SENDS A CABLEGRAM TO CHICAGO. 


Says Condition of His Health De- 
mands Absolute Rest and Quiet, 
and Declines Invitation to 
Come Via ’Frisco. 


Chicago, May 13.—Judging from the 


day from Admiral Dewey by the Illi- 
nois Manufactures’ association, 
health of the admiral, despite medical 
assurance to the contrary, is none of the 
best, and to this fact is due his probable 
return by way of the Suez canal, instead 
of the Pacific coast route. The message 
is as follows: 

“Illinois Manufacturers’ Association, 
Chicago: Many thanks. Impossible to ac- 


cept invitation now. Condition of health 
necessitates rest and quiet. DEWEY.”’ 


The cablegram was in reply to one 
sent by the association asking the ad- 
miral to become its guest upon his re- 
turn to this country, and strongly urg- 
ing upon him the advisibility of coming 
by way of San Francisco and across the 
continent. 
Dewey Coming at Once, 

Washington, May 13.—‘‘Send Olym- 
pia’s mail to B. F. Stevens No. 4 Trafal- 
gar Square, London, England,” was the 
notice given out at-the navy depart- 
ment Friday. This is the first formal 
indication that the famous flagship is 
coming home immediately. 

Upon inquiry it was ascertained that 
Secretary Long had Thursday evening 
cabled Admiral Dewey permission to 
return at once to the United States. He 
has been relieved of the obligation of 
remaining at Manila until the Philip- 
pine commission completes its work. 
He is not even required to await the ces- 
sation of hostilities, but may start 
homeward at once. The notice posted 
at the navy department indicates that 
the Olympia will not remain long 
enough to receive the next outward 
mail. Mr. Stevens, referred to, is the 
navy department’s agent at London to 
distribute all of the mail for United 
States warships in European waters, 
so he will see to it that the Olympia re- 
ceives hers as soom as she passes the 
Suez canal. 

In Time for Fourth of July. 

It is estimated at the navy depart- 
ment that Dewey will reach the United 
States in time for a national demonstra- 
tion on the Fourth of July next. The 
Olympia will not come under full steam, 
but, nevertheless, she should make the 
run to New York in about 55 days from 
Manila. That she is to come to New 
York is nearly certain, as shown by the 
following response made by Secretary 
Long to the urgent message of invita- 
tion to Dewey from Mayor Van Wyck of 
New York. It may be stated that this 
was sent before the notice was sent to 
Dewey that he might come home at 
once: 

“Navy Department, Washington, D. Ca 
May 11.—Sir: I am in receipt of your tele- 
gram with regard to the return of Ad- 
miral Dewey, and expressing a desire that 
he arrive first in the country at New York. 
The time of his return has not been fixed, 
and the department has taken no other 
action than to authorize his return when- 
ever the condition of the peace commis- 
sion shall permit. As to the route he 
shall take in returning, the department 
is inclined to leave that to him. He has 
served with great ability, and must neces- 
sarily feel so much the effect of his arduous 
labors in a trying climate, and under trying 
circumstances, that the department is dis- 
posed to let him govern himself in this 
respect largely by the consideration of his 
own personal convenienceand wish. Itisun- 
derstood, however, that Admiral Dewey 
will elect to return to New York. Very re- 
spectfully, :

Watson to Sail Tuesday. 

Admiral Watson will sail from San 
Francisco next Tuesday as a passenger 
on one of the regular Pacific Mail steam- 
ships, but cannot possibly reach Manila 
before the middle of June. In order to 
provide for the direction of naval af- 
fairs in Asiatic waters between the date 
of Admiral Dewey’s departure and the 
arrival of Rear Admiral Watson, orders 
have been issued placing Capt. A. S. 
Barker in command of the Asiatic 
squadron after Admiral Dewey’s de- 
parture until relieved by Rear Admiral 
Watson. Capt. Barker is now in com- 
mand of the battleship Oregon, the 
pride of the navy, and next to Admiral 
Dewey is the senior officer on the sta- 
tion.

FOUR MEN KILLED. 


Slide Occurs im a Colliery at Cen- 
tralia, Pa.—Workmen Buried 
Under Tons of Dirt. 


Centralia, Pa., May 13.—An accident 
at the Centralia colliery Friday, re- 
sulted in the death of four men and the 
fatal injury of two others. Six others 
sustained cuts and bruises. Sixteen 
men were employed removing dirt from 
a culm bank, which was about 75 feet 
high. The digging was dene from the 
bottom, and instead of digging the dirt 
down from the top, at certain distances, 
as is usually the custom, to prevent ac- 
cidents, the work was continued a dis- 
tance of about 15 feet, at which point 
the bank stood almost perpedicular. 
While the men were employed a slide 
occurred, completely covering them. 
Men hurried to the scene with shovels, 
and aided in recovering the killed and 
injured. Tons of dirt had to be re- 
moved before the last man was taken 
from the death trap.

not many more than 300 men of the or- 
ganization are at present fit for duty. 
On Sunday last 160 men of this regi- 
ment responded to the sick call. 

The men, in view of these facts, have 
prepared a respectful memorial to Gen. 


-MacArthur asking that their regiment 


be withdrawn for a short time from the 
fighting line, in order that they may 
recuperate. The memorial states that 
the men are willing to fight, but are in 
no condition to do so owing to the 
strain of long marching, continual 
fighting and outpost duty in which 
they have been engaged. It is added 
that many of the men have been unable 
to have their clothing washed for 
months past, having been compelled 
during all that time to sleep in their 
uniforms to be in readiness for fighting. 
The memorial states that since Feb- 
ruary 2 the regiment has lost 225 men 
in killed and wounded, and 59 since the 
battle of Malolos. 
Officers Will Back Memorial. 

The officers of the regiment propose 
to present a similar memorial on be- 
half of the men. The splendid record 
of the First Nebraska in the entire 
campaign and the tone of the memorial 
prepared by the men is such that no 
imputation of insubordination can be 
brought against them. Officers of the 
regiment said to the correspondent of 
the press here that they thought that 
the men had been worked beyond endur- 
ance and should be given a rest and 
some ofsthe regular regiments which 
are now guarding the city sent to the 
front. = 

Five volunteer regiments and the 
Utah battery of artillery areat San 
Fernando. They muster in all about 
2,500 men. Many of the'soldiers are in 
hospital suffering from heat or other 
causes. The wounded were all suffer- 
ing acutely and showed the effects of 
exposure to the sun when they arrived. 
Three days’ rest has already worked 
wonders. 

Since the army entered Malolos the 
soldiers have had little water to drink 
except that which was brought on rail- 
way trains from Manila, and that was 
of poor quality. The artesian wells 
at San Fernando are doing much to- 
ward making the men contented. 

Causes Much Comment, 

Washington, May 13. — No dispatch 
received recently from Manila has been 
read with deeper interest at the war de- 
partment than that which was sent by 
the press via Hong-Kong. War de- 
partment officials and army officers did 
not care to be quoted upon the subject, 
but the comment generally among 
army officers was that the troops which 
had been fighting so long and continu- 
ously are exhausted and were really in 
need of rest. It was explained that the 
men did not fear fighting, but after 
fighting and marching and constant 
picket duty, they were no doubt much 
exhausted. Some army officers sug- 
gested that the action of the Nebraska 
regiment was like a town meeting, and 
that the army could not be conducted 
upon such lines. Comment was made 
to the effect that the dispatches indi- 
cated that the various regiments were 
on duty constantly and that there was 
no reserve to relieve them when they 
reached the limit of endurance. 

It was stated by an officer in the de- 
partment that one reason why it had 
been impossible to relieve the volun- 
teers with the regulars now at Manila, 
was because the regulars recently sent 
to the Philippines were at least two- 
thirds recruits, and were necessarily 
untrained and lacked the discipline of 
the volunteers who are now veterans. 

It is believed that Gen. Otis does not 
care to risk the hard fighting to untried 
men and that he desires the volunteers 
to remain at the front because he is 
sure of them in any emergency. 

Filipino Congress Divided. 

London, May 13. — A special dis- 
patch received here Friday from Manila 
says that the Filipino congress now 
sitting at Isidro is composed of 56 
members, of whom 20 favor peace and 
an equal number are irreconcilables. 
The others, holding the balance of 
power, are’ready to admit that abso- 
lute independence is hopeless of at- 
tainment, but demand better terms at 
the hands of the United States. 

Fresh Troops Going to Front, 

Manila, May 13. — Fresh, troops are 
beginning to go to the front. Two bat- 
talions of the Seventeenth infantry 
(regulars), that had béen holding the 
lines about the city of Manila, will join 
Maj. Gen. MacArthur’s division at San 
Fernando Saturday, and one battalion 
of the same regiment will reenforce 
Maj. Gen. Lawton’s division near Ba- 
color. These troops will be replaced 
here by the Twenty-first infantry regi- 
ment, which arrived from the United 
States on board the transport Hancock 
on Thursday. 


Reunion of Blue and Gray. 

St. Louis, May 13.—A movement is on 
foot to have southern and northern 
veterans of the civil war hold a general 
reunion in this city some time to be 
decided on later. It is also suggested 
that the Sons of Veterans of both the 
n0rth and south also meet here at the 
same time. 
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gestion, except as to those graves lo- 
cated in the north, and reserving to the 
women of the south the duty of caring 
for those in the seceding states and 
Maryland. The adoption of this reso- 
lution and the report that accompanied 
it, precipitated a debate which verged 
upon the senational and at times much 
confusion and disorder prevailed. 

Gen. Stephen D. Lee presented the 
report of the committee on history, 
which was unanimously adopted. This 
was one of the most important matters 
before the convention and the reading 
of the report was listenéd to with close 
attention. The report alluded to the 
war with Spain as a factor in obliter- 
ating the shadows of the war between 
the states, and refers to the prompt re- 
sponse of the southern states to the 
call for troops as showing to the whole 
country the depth and fervor of south- 
ern patriotism. 

The report of the historical commit- 
tee was read before the confederate 
veterans at the morning session. The 
report was adopted. 

Robert Lee, Jr., the grandson of Gen. 
Robert E. Lee, was introduced to the 
convention and then Dr. J. L. M. Curry 
addressed the gathering, reviewing the 
conditions that caused the war. He 
declared there was no rebellion and no 
rebels, but a fight for principles and 
right. His speech created wild en- 
thusiasm. He said the heroism of the 
southern women had never been even 
approximately approached in the his- 
tory of the world. His speech was one 
of the distinct features of the reunion. 

The veterans voted unanimously a 
resolution expressing approval of the 
movement inaugurated by the govern- 
ment to mark the lines and positions 
of troops on the various battlefields. 
A resolution that the confederate flag 
be recognized as the national standard 
was lost unanimously. Thanks were 
tendered Columbus, O., for the care of 
confederate graves there. 

Gen. Clement A. Evans, of Atlanta, 
president of the trustees of the Battle 
Abbey, read the annual report, in which 
it appears that satisfactory, arrange- 
ments are being made in Richmond for 
the buildings, and that Mr. Charles 
Broadway Rouss, the New York mil- 
lionaire, commends Richmond for the 
site and announces that he is prepared 
to. carry out his part of the enterprise. 
The trustees report that $46,000 of the 
$200,000 necessary for the work is lack- 
ing. The convention then adjourned 
Sine die. 

Charleston, S. C., May 13.—W. J. Col- 
quitt, of Atlanta, was elected com- 
mander in chief of the Sons of Confed- 
erate Veterans. His only opponent was 
Robert E. Lee, of Virginia. e

The cablegram was in reply to one 
sent by the association asking the ad- 
miral to become its guest upon his re- 
turn to this country, and strongly urg- 
ing upon him the advisibility of coming 
by way of San Francisco and across the 
continent. 

Dewey Coming at Onee. 

Washington, May 13.—‘‘Send Olym- 
pia’s mail to B. F. Stevens No. 4 Trafal- 
gar Square, London, England,” was the 
notice given out atthe navy depart- 
ment Friday. This is the first formal 
indication that the famous flagship is 
coming home immediately. 

Upen inquiry it was ascertained that 
Secretary Long had Thursday evening 
cabled Admiral Dewey permission to 
return at once to the United States. He 
has been relieved of the obligation of 
remaining at Manila until the Philip- 
pine commission completes its work. 
He is not even required to await the ces- 
sation of hostilities, but may start 
homeward at once. The notice posted 
at the navy department indicates that 
the Olympia will not remain long 
enough to receive the next outward 
mail. Mr. Stevens, referred to, is the 
navy department’s agent at London to 
distribute all of the mail for United 
States warships in European waters, 
so he will see to it that the Olympia re- 
ceives hers as soor®as she passes the 
Suez canal. À 

In Time for Fourth of July. 

It is estimated at the navy depart- 
ment that Dewey will reach the United 
States in time for a national demonstra- 
tion on the Fourth of July next. The 
Olympia will not come under full steam, 
but, nevertheless, she should make the 
run to New York in about 55 days from 
Manila. That she is to come to New 
York is nearly certain, as shown by the 
following response made by Secretary 
Long to the urgent message of invita- 
tion to Dewey from Mayor Van Wyck of 
New York. It may be stated that this 
was sent before the notice was sent to 
Dewey that he might come home at 
once: 

“Navy Department, Washington, D. cS 
May 11.—Sir: I am in receipt of your tele- 
gram with regard to the return of Ad- 
miral Dewey, and expressing a desire that 
he arrive first in the country at New York. 
The time of his return has not been fixed, 
and the department has taken no other 
action than to authorize his return when- 
ever the condition of the peace commis- 
sion shall permit. As to the route he 
shall take in returning, the department 
is inclined to leave that to him. He has 
served with great ability, and must neces- 
sarily feel so much the effect of his arduous 
labors in a trying climate, and under trying 
circumstances, that the department is dis- 
posed to let him govern himself in this 
respect largely by the consideration of his 
own personal convenienceand wish. Itisun- 
derstood, however, that Admiral Dewey 
will elect to return to New York. Very re- 
spectfully,

Watson to Sail Tuesday. 

Admiral Watson will sail from San 
Francisco next Tuesday as a passenger 
on one of the regular Pacific Mail steam- 
Ships, but cannot possibly reach Manila 
before the middle of June. In order to 
provide for the direction of naval af- 
fairs in Asiatic waters between the date 
of Admiral Dewey’s departure and the 
arrival of Rear Admiral Watson, orders 
have been issued placing Capt. A. S. 
Barker in command of the Asiatic 
squadron after Admiral Dewey’s de- 
parture until relieved by Rear Admiral 
Watson. Capt. Barker is now in com- 
mand of the battleship Oregon, the 
pride of the navy, and next to Admiral 
Dewey is the senior officer on the sta- 
tion. He is an officer of ability and 
discretion, and may be depended on 
to take good care of the interests of the 
United States. He was assistant chief 
of the bureau of navigation during Ad- 
miral Ramsey’s term of office and a 
member of the naval war or strategy 
board during the Spanish war. At the 
close of the war he relieved Capt. Clark 
of command of the battleship Oregon, 
and took that magnificent warship from 
New York around the Horn to Callao, 
Peru, and thence, by way of Honolulu, 
to Manila, where she arrived several 
weeks ago.

FOUR MEN KILLED. 


Slide Occurs in a Colliery at Cen- 
tralia, Pa.—Workmen Buried 
Under Tons of Dirt. 


Centralia, Pa., May 13.—An accident 
at the Centralia colliery Friday, re- 
sulted in the death of four men ane the 
fatal injury of two others. Six others 
sustained cuts and bruises. Sixteen 
men were employed removing dirt from 
a culm bank, which was about 75 feet 
high. The digging was done from the 
bottom, and instead of digging the dirt 
down from the top, at certain distances, 
as is usually the custom, to prevent ac- 
cidents, the work was continued a dis- 
tance of about 15 feet, at which point 
the bank stood almost perpedicular. 
While the men were employed a slide 
occurred, completely covering them. 
Men hurried to the scene with shovels, 
and aided in recovering the killed and 
injured. Tons of dirt had to be re- 
moved before the last man was taken 
from the death trap.

THE TEXT OF JUDGE KINNE’S CHARGE 


TO THE JURY. 


The jury in i. case of Ratte E. Corey if by the exercise of ordinary diligence 
vs. the City of Ann Arbor rendered a | they could have discovered this unsafe 


verdict last night for the plaintiff for 
$5,000 damages, after being out about 
2% hours, and it is understood that the 
city will appeal. - 

The jury was from the’ first unani- 
mous for a verdict for the plaintiff, and 
the only question was just how mutch. 
It looked as if they ‘would agree within 
a very few minutes on the above 
amount, but after talking the. matter 
over and seeing that all of the jurymen 
would agree to ‘that mouch, one man 
wanted to give her $10,000 while two or 
three others were inclined to stick cut 
for $7,000. But finally $5,000 was the 
amount agreed upon for a verdilct. If 
it had been possible to bring in the 
plaintiff to the court, the verdict would 
have been twice that amount. 

Judge Kinne’s chiarge 'was very fair 
and one to whilch at least the city can 
take no exceptions. It was substaniial- 
ly as follows: eee 

The city of Ann Arbor is not an 
usurer of persons. who travel upon its 
sidewalks. The law does not require 
that the sidewalks shall be kept in a 
condition absolutely safe, and if they 
are in a condition reasonably safe and 
fit for public travel, that is all that the 
law requires. 

Before the plaintiff can recover in 
this case she must show by a fair pre- 
ponderanice of evidence that the side- 
‘walk where the accident is alleged to 
save occurred was not reasonably safe 
anid fit for public travel, anid that the 
accident is due to the unsafe condition 
of the walk at that time. If she fails 
to do that, your verdict must be for the 
defendant. The plaintiff must also show 
by a fair preponderance of evidence, 
that the city had either actual or con- 
structive notice ‘of the alleged unsafe 
condition of the sidewalk, and that the 
city, after such notice, and ‘after a 
reasonable time and opportunity to 
remedy the defect and correct and re- 
move the unsafe ‘condition of the side- 
walk, had not done So. 

It must appear from the evidence ihat 
the city, after knowledge or notice to 
it of the unsafe condition of the side- 
walk, did not, within a reasonable time 
thereafter, put the sidewalk in a proper 
condition and fit for the public travel, 
and that it did not employ reasonable 
diligence after said knowledge or no- 
tice. : 

Notice to the city authorities may be 
shown by direct notice to the proper 
city authorities; or by showing that 

such: unsafe condition of the sidewalk 
had existed a sufficient length of time 
prior to the accident, 
authorities must be presumed to have 
had knowledge of such unsafe condition,

There is 
no presumption of negligence 
the city. Negligence must- be’ firma=-

tributing on the part of the plaintiff, 
and it must be the negligence alleged 
in the declaration and that only. 

If from the evidence in the cause you 
find that the plaintiff met with her in- 
jury without fault on her part, that 
the accident was due to an unsafe and 
dangerous formation of ice on the side- 
walk where the acident occurred; that 
such formation of ice was due to the 
flowing of water from `a hydrant in the 
lot adjoining said sidewalk; that said

The city of Ann Arbor is not an 
usurer of persons who travel upon its 
sidewalks. The law does not require 
that the sidewalks shall be kept in a 
condition absolutely safe, and if they 
are in a condition reasonably safe and 
fit for public travel, that is all that the 
law requires. 

Before the plaintiff can recover in 
this case she must show by a fair pre- 
iponideranice of evidence that the side- 
‘walk where the accident is alleged to 
save occurred was not reasonably safe 
anid fit for public travel, and that the 
accident is due to the unsafe condition 
of the walk at that time. If she fails 
to do that, your verdict must be for the 
defendant. The plaintiff must also show 
by a fair preponderance of evidence, 
that the city had either actual or con- 
structive notice of the alleged unsafe 
condition of the sidewalk, and that the 
city, after such notice, and ‘after a 
reasonable time and opportunity to 
remedy the defect and correct and re- 
move the unsafe ‘condition of the side- 
walk, had not done So. 

It must appear from the evidence. that 
the city, after knowledge or notice to 
it of the unsafe condition of the side- 
walk, did not, within a reasonable time 
thereafter, put the sidewalk in a proper 
condition and fit for the public travel, 
and that it did not emiploy reasonable 
diligence after a knowledge or no- 
tice. 

Notice to the aiy authorities may be 
Shown by direct notice to the proper 
city authorities; or by showing that 
such: unsafe condition of the sidewalk 
had existed a sufficient length of time 
prior to the accident, so that the city 
authorities must be presumed to have 
had knowledge of such Breate condition,

HARRY NEAT 
KILLED AT UTICA. 


WAS IN A RAILROAD ACCIDENT THEIR 
YESTERDAY. 


BDY WILL BE BROUSHT TO THIS CITY 
FOR BURIAL, 


Thomas Neat, of this city, received a 
telegram this morning announcing that 
his- son, Harry Neat, assistant superin- 
tendent of the Wagner Palace Car Co., 
of Buffalo, had been seriously injured 
in a railroad accident, which occurred 
near Utica, N. Y., last night. The mes- 
sage was shortly followed by a second, 
which conveyed ithe intelligence that 
the sufferer had passed away. 

The body will be brought to this city 
for burial. 

Harry Neat was a man of 34 years 
of age, and was unmarried. His boy- 
hood and youth were passed in this city, 


and he is well remembered by all. Be- 
sides a father, he has one _ brother, 
Thomas, and a sister, Bess, living in 


this city. 


MAJOR KIRK'S ADDRESS, 


The high school students and such cit- 
izens as were present were given an elo- 
quent and stirring talk yesterday after- 
noon by Major J. P. Kirk on ‘‘The Citi- 
zen Soldier.’’?’ Major Kirk is well known 
as an accomplished speaker, and on a 
subject possessing sulh intrinsic inter- 
est as this, he is convincing and thril- 
line. s 

The United States Is justly proud, of 
her citizen soldier boys, said the major. 
In other countries vast sums are ex- 
penided annually in supporting standing 
armies, which are an absolute menace 
in days of peace. In this country, how- 
ever, the professional soldier is in a 
proper minority, but in his plaice is the 
entire numiber of the young men of the 
land, ready anid willing to shoulder 
musket and strap on knajpsack at ‘the 
jeall of duty. In the past, memlibership 
in the local national guards, light 
guards as they are commonly called, 
has not attracted to itself the proper 
measure of respect anid ‘consideration. 
Now that the efficacy of such a military 
training has been demion'strated and it 
has been made evident that 
may yet ‘be given opportunity to prove 
themselves such, a change of sentiment 
will undoubtedly take place. The value 
of even the military knoiwled'ge and 
skill to be gained from: the weekly drill 
of the guards was made startlingly 
elear at the time of the call to arms. 
Within an incredibly short time after 
the first orders were received by the 
respective captains throughout the 
state, there was in existence a body of 
young men, armed and familiar ‘with 
the rudiments of the service in whitch 
they had engaged. If necessity had de- 
manded they could have beer marched 
at once against an enemy ‘with fair 
prospects of success. No better proof of 
the value of education in national life 
could be ‘demanded or adduced than the 
conduct of the citizen soldiers who re- 
sponded to their country’s call last 
spring. The American knows clearly 
why he has entered the military service 
and exposed himself to the unerring 
bullets of modern warfare, and he has 
no disposition to shirk his duty or to 
play the coward. He is aware of the 
requisites of victoriou's fighting as well 
as his generals, and he is as interested 
in a successful termination of the strug- 
gle as are they. 

Interspersed with his words of cour- 
age and inspiration, the miajor imparted 
to his younlg hearers mulch information 
as to the organization, equipment anid 
management of a regiment of volun- 
teers. He also explained the peculiar 
manner of fighting of the American sol- 
dier, which seems incredibly rash and 
daring to the foreigner, and discussed 
the relative compensations bestowed 
upon officers and men. ‘This faithful, if 
unpretentious, picture of army life was 
not the least valuable part of the lec- 
ture. 

Frequent talks of the nature of Major 
Kirk’s remarks would be of incalculable 
value to the school children of this or 
any city. In no way can the feeling: of 
patriotism and the desire to be a loyal 
and true citizen be so developed in the 
heart of the child and youth than by 
the stirring words of one who speaks 
from conviction and from actual knowl- 
e'dige.

Unexpected Death of the Well-

SAD EVENT OCCURS AT EASTPORT, L.I.

recovered, but at night the attack of 
heart failure was marked and Mr. 
Flower became unconscious an hour or 
more before his death. At the club- 
house all the reports early in the even- 
ing regarding Mr. Flower’s serious ill- 
ness were emphatically denied, al- 
though at that time it was not believed 
that he would recover. 

Mr. Flower has been a sufferer from 
gastritis for a long time with every now 
and then an acute attack. Fora month 
er two past he has been a regular visit- 
or at the Eastport Country club in the 
hope that he would find some relief in 
the outing. He appeared in robust 
health Thursday, and Friday morning 
when he arived at Eastport, where he 
intended to remain until Monday, his 
health was apparently excellent. The 
attack from which he suffered Friday 
came on suddenly and was of a more se- 
vere type at the outset than any he had 
previously suffered from. Frederick S. 
Flower took charge of the details after 
his uncle’s death, but no arrangement 
for the funeral has yet been made. The 
body will probably be transferred to 
Manhattan this morning. 


TRAINS COLLIDE. 


Several Persons Reported Killed in 
a Disaster at Exeter Sta- 
tion, Pa. 


Reading, Pa., May 13.—Shortly before 
ten o’clock Friday night a collision of 
passenger trains occurred on the Phila- 
delphia & Reading at Exeter station, six 
miles from Reading. The express train, 
which should have left here at 8:30 p. 
m. for Philadelphia, was behind sched- 
ule time in leaving, and stopped at Ex- 
eter for orders. A special train from 
Harrisburg bearing excursionists who 
had attended the Hartranft monument 
unveiling at the capital, left here 20 
minutes later than the express train, 
and at Exeter, while proceeding at a 
rapid speed, crashed into the express. 
Several cars of the express train were 
wrecked and six persons are reported 
killed.

MAJOR KIRK'S ADDRESS. 


The high school students and such cit- 
izens as were present were given an elo- 
quent and stirring talk yesterday after- 
noon by Major J. P. Kirk on “The Citi- 
zen Soldier.’’ Major Kirk is well known 
as an accomplished speaker, and on a 
subject possessing such intrinsic inter- 
est as this, he is convinilcing and thril- 
ling. 

The United States is justly proud, of 
her citizen ‘soldier boys, said the major. 
In other countries vast sums are ex- 
pended annually in supporting standing 
armies, which are an absolute menace 
in days of peace. In this country, how- 
ever, the professional soldier is in a 
proper minority, ‘but in his plaice is the 
entire numiber of the young men of the 
land, ready anid willing to shoulder 
musket and strap on knaipsack at ‘the 
jall of duty. In the past, membership 
in the local national guards, light 
guards as they are commonly called, 
has not attracted to itself the proper 
mieasure of respect anid ‘consideration. 
Now that the efficacy of such a military 
training has been demion'’strated and it 
has been made evident that 
may yet ‘be given opportunity to prove 
themselves such, a change of sentiment 
will undoubtedly take place. The value 
of even the military knolwled'ge and 
skill to be gained from ‘the 'weekly drill 
of the guards was made startlingly 
elear at the time of the call to arms. 
Within an incredibly short time after 
the first orders were received by the 
respective captains throughout the 
state, there was in existence a body of 
young men, armed and familiar ‘with 
the rudiments of the service in which 
they had engaged. If necessity had de- 
manded they could have bees marched 
at once against an enemy ‘with fair 
prospects of success. No better proof of 
the value of education in national life 
could be ‘demanded or adduced than the 
conduct of the citizen soldiers who re- 
sponded to their country’s call last 
spring. The American knows clearly 
why he has entered the military service 
and exposed himself to the unerring 
bullets of mioodern warfare, and he has 
no disposition to shirk his duty or to 
play the coward. He is aware of the 
requisites of victorious fighting as well 
as his generals, and he is as interested 
in a successful termination of the strug- 
gle as are they. 

Interspersed with his words of cour- 


age and inspiration, the major imparted. 


to his younlg hearers mulch information 
as to the organization, equipment and 
management of a regiment of volun- 
teers. He also explained the peculiar 
manner of fighting of the American sol- 
dier, which seems incredibly rash and 
daring to the foreigner, and discussed 
the relative compensations bestowed 
upon officers and men. ‘This faithful, if 
unpretentious, picture of army life was 
not the least valuable part of the lec- 
ture. 

Frequent talks of the nature of Major 
Kirk’s remarks would be of incalculable 
value to the school children of this or 
any, city. In no way can the feeling: of 
patriotism and the desire to be a loyal 
and true citizen be so developed in the 
heart of the child and youth than by 
the stirring words of one who speaks 
from conviction and from actual kno'wl- 
edge.

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Reading, Pa., May 13.—Shortly before 
ten o’clock Friday night a collision of 
passenger trains occurred on the Phila- 
delphia & Reading at Exeter station, six 
miles from Reading. The express train, 
which should have left here at 8:30 p. 
m. for Philadelphia, was behind sched- 
ule time in leaving, and stopped at Ex- 
eter for orders. A special train from 
Harrisburg bearing excursionists who 
had attended the Hartranft monument 
unveiling at the capital, left here 20 
minutes later than the express train, 
and at Exeter, while proceeding at a 
rapid speed, crashed into the express. 
Several ears of the express train were 


wrecked and six persons are reported 
killed. 


Found Guilty. 

Chicago, May 13.—George H. Hayden, 
formerly state bank examiner, was 
found guilty of misconduct in office by a 
jury in Judge Burke’s court Friday 
afternoon. Judge Burke withheld sen- 
tence. The specific charge against Hay- 


den was that he withheld the report of | 


his examination of the Globe savings 
bank from January 8, 1897, until March 
10, 1897, knowing all the time that the 
affairs of the bank were in a shaky con- 
dition. The bank failed on April 5, 
189%.
